As every one of these 
main branches depends for

This point .alone makes it 
doubtful, whether i is cor- 
rect to talk of a four-year 
plan in the strict sense of 
the term.

In building, too, the acti- 
vities of public authorities 
are so manifold that a fairly 
large measure of planning is 
possible and perhaps inevit- 
eble. As housing for new im- 
migrants is top priority, and 
this is the province of the 
Agency and the Government, 
there remains only a small 
margin for private enterprise, 
limited by the supplies of 
materials. 


Planning Without Details 
In industry and in the ser- 
vices planning is much more 
complicated. Here, tao, if is 
true, the influence of Govern- 
nent offices is much greater 
than ever before. The system 
of import licences, the alloca- 
tion of currency and of raw 
materials has introduced 
many elements of a “direct- 
ed esonemy.” With close co- 
ordination of every office con- 
cerned and a general agree- 
ment. as to the goal to be 
echieved, industry could also 


be fitted into a comprehensive 


plan, 

As things stand at present 
we are very far from coordi- 
nition, and very far from be- 
ing able to plan even for 4

The third time that Iraq 
challenged Israel was during 
the discussion of a resolution 
proposing that Uneseo co- 
sponsors @ symposium, to he 
held next year in Isreel, on 
the prodBlems of the world’s 


arid zones. All member states . 


of Unesco were cordially in- 
vited. The delegate of iraq 
thundered his opposition. He 
objected, he said, on political 
grounds, to which the chair- 
man replied that politics were 
ruled out of Unesco. A more 
sensible position was taken 
by the delegate of Egypt. He 
frankly recognized that Israel's 
‘proposal wes very good; he 
just wished to suggest that 
such a symposium be held 
elsewhere to enable the Arab 
countries to participate. Is- 
reel's resolution was endorsed 
by the United States and final- 
ly carried by 17 votes against 
three. Five nations, inciuding 


Israel played an important 
pert in the discussion of the 
German question. The US. 
delegation had introduced 
proposals for extending the 
range of Unesco activities in 
Germany. Dr. Kohn entered 
a ce@veat against associating 
Germany in an active form 
with Unesco’s activities, and 
warned in particular against 
the proposed exchange of stu- 
dents with that country.
